 (e) (1) IN THIS SUBSECTION, “CONDITIONAL PLEA OF GUILTY” 17 

MEANS A GUILTY PLEA WITH WHICH THE DEFENDANT PRESERVES IN WRITING 18 

ANY PRETRIAL ISSUES THAT THE DEFENDANT INTENDS TO APPEAL. 19 

 

  (2) [Section] EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPH (3) OF THIS 20 

SUBSECTION, § 12–301 of this subtitle does not permit an appeal from a final 21 

judgment entered following a plea of guilty in a circuit court. Review of such a 22 

judgment shall be sought by application for leave to appeal. 23 
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  (3) AN APPEAL FROM A FINAL JUDGMENT ENTERED FOLLOWING 1 

A CONDITIONAL PLEA OF GUILTY MAY BE TAKEN IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 2
